Clouds Do Have Silver Linings 


While the majority of people 
have just about had it with the 
continuous, almost daily rain- 
fall, it is proving beneficial to 
the town, with public works 
officials probably quite happy 
with the excess waterfall. 

Haggetts pond is just about at 
full pond as of mid week. a most 
unusual occurrence for this time 
of year, 

Public Works Director Robert 
McQuade reports that as of Wed- 
nesday the pond was within five 
inches of capacity, something 
quite rare for this time of year. 

It is believed to be the first 
time in recent memory, if not 
in history, that Haggetts has 
shown such an ample supply for 
mid summer, 

Quite a difference from recent 
years when the town was con- 
cerned about its water supply 
about late July and August. 

The rainfall has been bene- 
ficial in other ways also, the 
public works director points out. 

With the heavy precipitation 
record, consumption of water is 
at an all time low for the sum- 
mer months. The water depart- 
ment is currently pumping an 
average of only 3,000,000 gallons 
per day, about one-half the 
normal summer consumption, 

This is due to the lack of 
sprinkler use for lawns, which 
is a normal summer home main- 
tenance program and a big water 
user. 

McQuade noted this week that 
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seldom are sprinklers seen in 
operation around town this sum- 
mer, 

Other heavy water uses are 
also down due to the spring and 
summer rains, 

McQuade reports that the 
situation is a bit unusual, in 
that the northeast area of the 
state and toward the Worcester 
area is ina similar condition to 
Andover, having received ample 
rainfall. 

Towns and cities south of 
Boston have not received the 
Same quantities, thus are not as 
well off water-wise. 

The ample supply on-hand at 
this time is somewhat on the 
fortunate side, since the water 
treatment plant construction is 


Land Is 
Assessed 


At $1,500 


While there are some recent 
factors involved in the land cost 
of the Lowell Junction Industrial 
site under consideration as a 
landfill operation, assessor’s 
records show that the property 
involved will be taxed on an 
average of $1,500 per acre this 
year.

Because of 
this, the annual vacation shutdown 
offers a perfect opportunity to 
complete the maintenance as- 
signments that could interfere 
with other people’s work. 

What was accomplished at

One vital job is the annual 

inspection and testing of the sub- 
station through which the plant 
draws all its electric power. 
- The substation consists of three 
major culicles, each feeding a 
line into the Works. During 
normal operations, the Works 
requires each of them to 
continually pass 4160 volts into 
the electrical system. During the 
last two weeks of July the plant 
ran on only two of these three 
at any one timyz, while the third 
was being disassembled, tested, 
and reassembled by a crew of 
licensed electricians, and aplant 
inspector. 

_ Part of the testing for safety 
and durability included passing 
a charge of 15,000 volts (or over 
triple the normal capacity) 
through each of the cubicles and

over the lines. 

Once electrical power is sup- 
plied to the Works, it has to be 
distributed to the dozens of shops 
and offices. Like the massive 
substations, the distribution 
equipment cannot be serviced 
during normal operations. In fact, 
it was even carried out during 
the evening shift during the shut- 
down to minimize the 
inconvenience to the daytime 
maintenance crews. There are 
about 20 distribution centers 
throughout the plant, composed 
of transformers which knock the 
voltage down to a more usable 480 
volts, Included in the distribution 
centers are circuit breakers. 
While a circuit breaker or fuse 
in a house might monitor enough 
electric power for one or two 
rooms, each circuit breaker in 
the distribution centers cancarry 
enough power for 20 all-electric 
homes. The breaker, so large 
it has to be removed with a 


small crane, is designed to in- 
terrupt 25,000 ampers in 1/10 
of one second. If that amount 
of power were to run wild through 
the lines, the result would be sub- 
stantial loss in equipment and 
perhaps even human life. 
Another type of operation made 
simpler by the annual shutdown 
was Plant Construction. Projects 
which had heen delayed because 
of their inconvenience were 
completed during the vital two 
week period. For example 
coolers were installed in the 
works boiler room: this chore 
would normally deny boiler 
service to the entire plant. 
Another project involved alter- 
ations in an exhaust system for 
ferrite baking ‘ovens which 


generally operate 24 hours each 
day of a seven-day-week., It took 
three days for the electrically 
operated ovens to cool from their

Other operations also had to 
continue at Western Electric 
during the shutdown. Security, | 
medical and henefit services, | 
and feeding operations all con- 
tinued during the vacation, as 
well as the operations of the 
resident Bell Laboratories staff. 

The results were hardly 
noticeable to many of the re- 
turning vacationers, and from a # 
maintenance viewpoint, that’s if 
fine.

The Day Pearson Moved 


Pearson Hall at Phillips 
Academy was the scene of much 
curiosity, entertainment and 
probably scientific genius 50 
years ago this month. 


The huge building is 154 years 
old, but 50 years ago was moved 
hy two horses (which were ap- 
parently better trained than any 
circus performers) and 20 men, 
while bricklayers; carpenters, 
plumbers and plasterers clam- 
ored inside making renovations. 


Pearson was to become a part 
of a new quadrangle of buildings 
composed of Day, Phillips and 
Bartlet Halls. 

To accomplish the newcampus 
layout, it was necessary to move 
the 91 by 40 building some 500 
feet. 

To accomplish the task, seven 
carloads of materials were 


brought to the site. The build-

Beacon Hill Observations 


By Bill Kirtz 


‘*Fifty-year-old concepts are 
no longer valid,” says a state 
conservation leader who urges 
the public to consider ways to 
cut electrical demands and to 
seek energy from the sun, ° 

Allen Morgan, executive vice- 
president of the Massachusetts 
Audubon Society, believes Boston 
Edison Company’s claims of 
cheap and unlimited electricity 
**just aren’t so.”’ 

There’s no possible way elec- 
trical suppliers can sustain the 
six to seven percent current an- 
nual growth in service require- 
ments, says Mr. Morgan -- ‘‘even 
if they turn loose all their en- 
gineers. and shut up all the 
environmentalists.”’ 

His alternative? To establish 
priorities for electrical use and 
to invest more attention and 
money on drawing heat from the 
sun, 


Amid threats of Massachusetts 
brown-outs to match recent 
power cuts in New York City, 
Mr. Morgan lists ways he thinks 
people can reduce their electri- 
cal demands while saving money. 

‘*Turn off your air conditioner 
when you leave the house. And 
when it’s on, if you pull your 
blinds, you cut the sun’s radiant 
heat 50 percent. Consider not 
buying a frost-free refrigerator, 
because it has heating coils which 
means it costs you $3.50 amonth 
to run it instead of $2 to $2.50

for a standard model.’’ 

The Audubon Society executive 
admits that although the indivi- 
dual can do his bit to cut elec- 


trical needs, ‘‘they are just bits.” | 


He feels the government ought 
to help finance more _ wide- 
ranging solutions, including in- 
vestigating the possibility of 
drawing heat from the earth’s 
center and for using solar rays 
to cut a home’s heating .bill to 
$50 or so a year. 

Some buildings throughout the 
state are now warmed by solar 
heat, but the necessity for a 
single-planed roof resembling a 
‘“‘great dishpan’’ to catch the 
maximum rays has kept the 
project’s capital costs high. 

In ten years, Mr. Morgan 
claims, ‘‘a solar heat system will 
pay for itself,’? He believes more 
intensive research into the sub- 
ject can drastically cut that time 
span. 

How about nuclear power? 

‘*There’s enormous govern- 
ment suppression” of the dangers 
of this method of power supply. 
Mr. Morgan believes, ‘‘Wecan’t 
afford even one bad accident.” 

A rather dramatic method of 
pawer supply, if we want to spend 
enough time and money on it, 
is a satellite to collect the sun’s 
waves and transmit them toearth 
via radio signals. 

The only catch, says Mr. Mor- 
gan, is that this requires about 
a square mile of equipment to be 
lifted, assembled and maintained 
in space, 

But if the future sources of 
power are theoretical, the con- 
servationist believes, the end 
of some conventional supplies are 
looming, 


‘‘By 2050, there’ll be no more 
petroleum, Cars will have to run 
on something like hydrogen, 
which is all right because it’s 
clean, And we can’t increase our 


production of electrical energy 
that much,” he says. 

We have a growing gas deficit, 

Mr. Morgan says, and are im- 
porting 30 percent of our oil. 
The lack of a-‘‘really clean’’ 
way to burn coal, he adds, re- 
strains our use of those huge 
reserves. 

The Audubon Society aims to 
spark discussion of power prob- 
lems, not to determine exactly 
which is best in every case. 
‘*We can’t influence legislation’’ 
on a state or national level be- 
cause of laws governing tax- 
exempt _ institutions.”’” Mr, 
Morgan notes. ‘‘Instead, we 
feed information in from the 
bottom. We say ‘‘We don’t have 
a solution but here’s the prob- 
lem,”” and we_ hope that 
legislators will then start asking 
enough questions to take it from 
there. ’’

The signing of an Agreement 
of Understanding in Boston to 
establish a Joint Transportation 
Committee to serve the area 
covered by the Merrimack Valley 
Planning Commission was an- 
nounced by State Public Works 
Commissioner Bruce Campbell. 

The new Joint Transportation 
Committee will be comprised of 
representatives designated by the 
cities aad towns within the Mer- 
rimack Valley Region. 

The new Committee, a grass- 
roots area-wide transportation 
planning group set up to 
implement Governor Francis W. 
Sargent’s stated objective for 
‘open and participatory trans- 
portation planning in the Com- 
monwealth,” will engage in both 
long ‘and short term planning 
for the area’s needs in all forms 
of transportation - roads, rail, 
bus and airports. 

Signatories to the Agreement 
were Robert Murphy, Director 
of the Urban Transportation 
Planning Division of the State 
Department of Transportation 
and Construction, John J. Mon- 
teiro of NorthAndover, Chairman 
of the MVPC, and DPW Com- 
missioner Bruce Campbell. The 
signing took place July 26 at the 
DPW. 

The creation of the Joint Plan- 


ning Committee will meetthere- . 


quirements of the Federal 
Department of Transportation for 
‘‘<comprehensive, continuing and 
cooperative planning” in all 
forms of transportation facili- 
ties. 

A staff will be hired by the 
MVPC to serve with the Joint 
Planning Committee. The staff 
will be paid from Federal and 
state sources, a precedent set 
earlier with the establishment 
of a similar Committee to serve 
other areas in the Common- 
wealth. 

Communities included in the 
Merrimack Valley pact are the 
cities of Lawrence, Haverhill 
and Newburyport and the towns 
of Methuen, Andover, North An- 
dover, Merrimack, Groveland, 
Georgetown, West Newbury, Box- 
ford, Newbury, Rowley, Ames- 
bury and Salisbury. 

Secretary Altahuler said that 
heavy emphasis will be placed 
on the need to insure that ac- 
tions of the new Joint Commit- 
tee will have the involvement of 
elected and appointed officials 
at all levels of state and local 
government, and that a forum 
is provided for public discus- 
sion between state and local 
officials and agencies. _ 

Another goal is to improve

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communities, 
state officials. 

The Joint Planning Committee 
is expected to formulate an an- 
nual work program detailing the 
studies to be carried out and the 
issues to he defined within the 
area.

He is a graduate of Oberlin 
Conservatory and Boston Uni- 
versity, and has studied organ 
with Haskell Thomson and Jack 
Fisher, He has played many reci- 
tals in New England and the east, 
and has been a finalist in several 
organ - playing competitions, 
most recently at the International 
Organ Festival, St. Albans, Eng- 
land, in June of 1971. This is his 
third appearance in Methuen. 

He has selected for his reci- 
tal program: Balletto del Grand- 
uca - Jan Pieterszoon Sweelinck; 
Prelude and Fugue in C Major, 
BWV 547 - Johann Sebastian 
Bach; Andante, K. 616 - Wolf- 
gang Amadeus Mozart; Sonata 
No. 1 in F minor, Op. 65(Allegro 
moderato, Adagio, Andante reci- 
tando, Allegro assai vivace) - 
Felix Mendelssohn; Choral No. 2 
in B minor - Cesar Franck; 
Melisma (Organbook I) - William 
Albright; Divertissement, Op. 31, 
No. 11 - Louis Vierne; and 
Symphonie II, Op. 20 (Allegro) - 
Louis Vierne. 

The organ was built by the 
firm of E, F. Walcker of Luw- 
wigshurg, Germany for the 
Boston Music Hall. It was shipped 
in the Dutch brig ‘'Presto” 
amidst cargo of sheep, gin, and 
chickory root; leaving Rotterdam 
bound for Boston on January 1, 
1863. The greater part of the 
ship’s passage was marked by 
intense gales from the southwest; 
the adverse weather so delaying 
the journey that the company with 
which the organ was insured 
began to have misgivings. When 
the ‘‘Presto’’ finally arrived on 
March 22, 1863, it was the cause 
of great rejoicing, for the Boston 
Music Hall was one step closer 
in acquiring its organ. Installa- 
tion of the organ consumed seven 
months with the inauguration 
taking place on November 2, 
1863. The gala event was 
preceded by a dinner with 
speeches by the Governor of the 
Commonwealth, the Mayor of 
Boston, and the President of 
Harvard College. Six recitalists 
shared ininaugurating the instru- 
ment with performances of works 
by Bach, Handel, Purcell, Men- 
delssohn, Palestrina, and 
Lefebure-Wely. A review in the 
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‘‘New York Times’’ indicated that 
“Tt marks a new era in the art 
in America. . .”’ 

The instrument remains today 
one of the outstanding organs of 
the country. Music lovers are in- 
deed fortunate that this work of 
significant artistic merit may 
still be heard today at the Methuen 
Memorial Music Hall. 

Admission to the recital is two 
dollars at the door, fifty cents for 
children. The Music Hall is lo- 
cated on Broadway (Route 28) 
in Methuen, Off-street parking is 
provided beside the building, 

Organist Jack Fisher will per- 
form at the Music Hall onAugust 
16 in a recital of compositions by 
Cesar Franck.

To Reconsider Bylaw 


On Hunting Again 


Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin will ask the selectmen to 
insert an article in the October 
town meeting dealing with hunting 
regulations in the town. 

The action follows rejection by 
the office of Attorney General 
Robert Quinn of a bylaw adopted 
in the annual town meeting which 
stipulated there be no hunting in 
Andover. 

Austin said he would ask 
selectmen to reinsert an article 
for consideration by the October 
meeting and would work with the 
Attorney General in the wording 
of a new-regulation. 

This, he said, would be 
assisting those residents of the 
town who had request dthe relief 
through the town meeting last 
spring. 

Town Clerk Elden R. Salter 
was informed by Asst. Atty. Gen. 
Carter Lee last Thursday that 
the action taken at the April 10 
session of the annual town 
meeting was disapproved by the 
state’s top law enforcement 
agency. 


The vote on the article, ‘‘to 
close its (Andover) boundaries 
to hunting,’? was approved 593 
to 230 in April. 

Asst, Atty. Gen. Lee, in noting 
the disapproval by the Attorney 
General, said the reason was, 
‘*regulation of hunting is a state- 
wide matter, now within the juris- 
diction of the town, and further 
reasons that the vote is not stated 
to be a bylaw, nor does it define 
what is meant by hunting, with 
the certainty required of a penal 
statute.’’ 

All new bylaws of towns and 
cities are submitted to the At- 
torney General for approval be- 
fore they become effective. 

The town manager said that 
the sponsors of the article sub- 
mitted in March are also working 


| .on the matter, in hopes of having 


some action taken in October. 

The need for acquiring signa- 
tures on a petition would be 
avoided if the selectmen decided 
to sponsor an article for those 
concerned, 

In March, hunters had pro- 
posed a_ reduction in the 
distance requirements from 
houses that the town had imposed 
at previous town meetings. 


The bills will reflect a $4 in- 
crease in the tax rate this year.

The town must consider also 
how the contract will be awarded.

McQuade said that one of the 
matters to he dealt with is 
whether the town will be serviced 
hy individuals or by one contrac- 
tor, when bidding is called for, if 
the town approves of the service.

Opening Thursday, August 3, is 
a magnificent addition to Boston’s 
Museum of Science. 

The long-awaited event cata- 
pults this relatively small -- 
though widely known and copied 
-- institution into one of the 
country’s major popular science 
centers, 

Governor Sargent, MDC Com- 
missioner John W, Sears and 
other state and city dignitaries 
are joining Museum leaders in 
a brief ceremony officially open- 
ing the new wing, which triples 
the Museum’s exhitits area. 
‘Museum participants include 
Chairman of the Board Carlton 
P, Fuller, President Norman L, 
Cahners, Immediate Past Presi- 
dent D, Reid Weedon, Jr., Past 
President Mrs, Harold D. Hodg- 
Kinson, and Director Bradford 
Washburn. 

Following the __ traditional 
ribbon-cutting and a preview by 
trustees, benefactors, exhibit 
sponsors, Museum staff, and 
other invited guests, doors open 
tot . public. 

Aiso_ participating in the 

occasion are fifty youngsters 
from the Inner-City Day Campof 
Cambridge and the Christopher 
Columbus Community Center of 
Boston, visiting the Museum 
under its Project Eye-Opener 
program. They were selected to 
represent the children of the 
two cities which the enlarged Mu- 
seum now spans in its MDC- 
owned location alongside the 
Charles River. 
- Appropriately, for an insti- 
tution where millions of children 
during the past 21 years have 
discovered the wonders. of 
science, these young people will 
be the first to cross the threshold 
into the new wing. 


WEST WING EXHIBITS 

The large rectangular West 
Wing features an unusual open 
central well rising three stories 
(55 feet) from the terrace floor. 

Looming in the distance asone 
enters the spacious hall fromthe 
main lobby is a full-scale model 
of the lunar module used in the 
Apollo 11 moon landing. Towering 
nearly 23 feet, the model stands 
on a simulated moon surface 
tracked with astronaut footprints, 

The lunar moduie overlooks the 
central well where space models 
are appropriately suspended. A 
full-scale model of the 
INTELSAT IV communications 
satellite now in global use is 
prominently hung- in this open 
area, 

The INTELSAT IV model is 
supplemented by a smaller earth- 
satellite model and a slide-tape 
theater. on the terrace floor. 
The entire display is a gift tothe 
Museum from the Communica- 
tions Satellite Corporation, based 
in Washington, D.C, 

The giant head of Tyran- 
nosaurus rex appears in:the 
‘northwest corner of the first 
floor. Standing in its own well, 
the full-scale 3.000-pound fiber- 
glass model rises 20 feet from 
the terrace floor with its awe- 
some head thrust up to the first 
floor level. It represents one of 
the flesheating dinosaurs that 
lived 69 million years before 
Man appeared on earth. Gifts 
from Museum visitors and a 
matching gift from Filene’s of 
Boston made the complete model 
possible. 

Across the central well, a 
large section is devoted to exhi- 
bits on water, waves, and 
weather. Dominating this space 
is a 90-foot-long wave tank built 
into the south wall. Similar to 
tanks used by oceanographers 
to study wave phenomena, this 
glass-walled tank allows across- 
section view of waves traveling

through water and breaking on a 
sloping ‘‘beach,’’ 

An escalator takes visitors 
down to the terrace floor where 
a 20-foot-long Rollins steam en- 
gine operates continuou Sly on live 
steam. Surrounded by a wrought 
iron fence, the engine is a gift 
of the Prescott Lumber Company, 
Inc., of Meredith, N.H., where 
it once generated electricity. 

At the opposite end of the 
terrace floor is a brightly lit 
and colorful telephone communi- 
cations complex sponsored by the 
New England Telephone Company 
with the cooperation of Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories and Western 
Electric Company. This multi- 
unit exhibit, recently updated by 
the Telephone Company, includes 
first-of-a-kind components 
shown nowhere else inthe country 
as well as popular units fromthe 
telephone exhibit formerly lo- 
cated in the East Wing of the 
Museum. 

Other new exhibits include a 
full-scale model of the deep sub- 
mergence research vessel, Al- 
vin; a photographic essay on the 
mapping of Mt. McKinley, includ- 
ing a relief model of the area 
with pushbutton lights to identify 
principal landmarks; three large 
murals depicting an eclipse, our 
galaxy, and a _ cold _ front; 
manipulative exhibits demon- 
Strating principles of fluid 
dynamics; aweathered rock from 
Antarctica; an activated hot air 
balloon; and four antique auto- 
mobiles. 

FUTURE EXHIBITS 

Opening later this year will be 
a computer camplex sponsored 
by Honeywell, Inc., an electric 
energy exhibit sponsored by six 
New England electric companies, 


a gas exhibit donated by gas 
companies, and Cahners Demon- 
stration Theatre for lecture- 
demonstrations on natural and 
physical science, 

Other rooms and exhibit areas 
of the new wing will openas funds 
become available to complete and 
install them, 


All but 60 inches of the West 


Wing are located in Cambridge. 
Approximately 260 feet long by 
200 feet wide, it rises some 40 
feet high on the street side and 
close to 70 feet on the water 
side. The gross area is 114,207 
square feet; exhibit space totals 
78,000 square feet.

While anyone can chisel open 
a modern cantaloupe and see 
where we have gotten, it is some- 
what more difficult to discover 
where the fruit started. 

Dr. E. Lewis Sturtevant of 


horticultural history famerather . 


doul-ted the mossy legends that 
the cantaloupe we know was the 
‘*kind of gourd not eaten until 
fully ripe’? so well known in 
ancient Greece and Rome. 

Dr. Sturtevant guessed that 
the cantaloupe failed to reach 
Mediterranean Europe before the 
1400s. It was in this era that 
Roman writers became ecstatic 
about the odor and excellent taste 
of cantaloupe. 

Since ancient Romans ‘were 
no less epicurean’”’ than the Fif- 
teenth Century variety, Dr. 
Sturtevant reckoned that they had 
missed the fruit. After all, the 
ancient Roman writers babbled 
on about almost anything. 

One of the earlier reports 
which Dr. Sturtevant accepted 
as applying to the genuine canta- 
loupe (unconfused with other 
melons, that is) is Tch’ang Te’s 
return to China with ‘melons, 
grapes and pomegranates of ex- 
cellent quality’? from Turkestan. 
He returned in 1259, Oddly, the 
cantaloupe seeds when planted 
in China produced inferior 
melons. 
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we are proud to be part 
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There are strong hints that 
Dr, Sturtevant may have con- 
sidered Turkestan the original 
home of the cantaloupe. His con- 
servatism forces him to be no 
more specific than assigning the 
origin to ‘‘the Old World 
Tropics.’’ He notes; ‘‘About 
1519, the Emperor Baber is said 
to have shed tears over a melon 
of Turkestan which he cut up in 
India after his conquest, its flavor 
bringing his native country to his 
recollection.”’ 

The cantaloupe seems to have 
gotten to Spain, as an import, 
before Columbus arrivedthere in 
search of high finance for a wild 
dream. In any event, Columbus 
apparently took cantaloupe seeds 
to the New World on his second 
voyage. Columbus’ reports on 
New World escapades enabled 
Dr. Sturtevant to set a date and 
place for the first cantaloupes 
planted in the Western Hemis- 
phere: on Isabela Island, March 
29, 1494. 

That the Spanish knew the 
cantaloupe well may be recog- 
nized from the comments of one 
of Spain’s writers, Herrera, In 
1513, he wrote: ‘‘If the melon 
is good, it is the best fruit 
that exists, ahd none other is 
preferable to it.’’ 


Goldfinch 
Not A Canary 


Most persons think of thegold- 
finch as ‘‘a wild canary.”’ 

It’s a rather descriptive way 
of thinking, since the male gold- 
finch in summer. finery does 
indeed look . like a_ brilliant 
yellow-and-black canary. 

In New England, when there 
were farmers and most people 
even in the villages had greater 
familiarity with birds, the pold- 
finch was known as ‘‘the thistle 
bird.’? The unique description fits 
the bird’s habits rather well. For 
the thistles of late summer 
furnish food for goldfinch nest- 
lings. 

At some time in history, 
goldfinches reversed _ the 
ordinary breeding cycle of spar- 
rows, a group of birds to which 
they belong. Instead of nesting 
in the spring, goldfinches chose 
late summer as the season for 
rearing young. They do, however, 
go through the courtship antics 
of the species in spring. 

Along with an adjustment in 
the breeding season, the gold- 
finch adopted an unusual way of 
feeding its young. Whi!3 it feeds 
the young some insects, just as 
other sparrows do, it also has 
developed a pigeon-like feeding 
method. It swallows thistle and 
weed seeds, flies back tothe nest 
and regurgitates the seeds into 
the mouths of the young. 


The habit of lining its nest with 
thistle-down has developed a 
close association between gold- 
finches and thistles. The birds 
sometimes even build their nests 
in large thistle plants. More 
often, however, the nest is placed 
in a tree. Late nesting gives the 
birds considerable latitude inthe 
choice of a site, since deciduous 
trees are in full-leafin late sum- 
mer and offer shelter. In addi- 
tion, as late nesters, goldfinches 
seldom find themselves raising 
a young cowbird, as so many 
small nesting birds often do. Al- 
though there are occasional over- 
laps, the cowbird egg-laying sea- 
son usually has ended before the 
goldfinches hegin nesting. 

The New England ornithologist 
EK, H, Forbush said of the gold- 
finch: 

‘*Panoplied in jet and gold, 
the merry, care-free goldfinches 
in cheery companies flit in the 
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summer sunshine. They wander 
about happily, singing, wooing, 
mating, eating, drinking and bath- 
ing until July or August without 
family worries.” 


Goldfincbes remain in New 
England through the winter, al- 
though there is enough movement 
among goldfinch flocks to indicate 
that possibly the same individuals 
may not be present around the 
calendar. In winter the gaudy 
male wears the dull-sparrow 
costume of the female. Most 
persons would not associate the 
drab plumage with the ‘‘wild 
canary’”’ of summer. 


Native Corn 


In Good 
Supply 


Fresh, local, sweet corn will 
be in adequate supply at most 
roadside stands this weekend ac- 
cording to the Massachusetts 
Department of Agriculture. As 
the supply of sweet corn in- 
creases the price should start 
down also. 

One variety currently avail- 
able is the early ‘‘sugar and 
honey’”’ or ‘‘butter and honey,’’ 
so named because of its sweet 
flavor. This tender young corn 
has mixed white and yellow ker- 
nels on the same ear and is 
sometimes called ‘‘two-tone’’ 
corn. No New England cookout 
would be complete without agood 
supply of fresh, local corn and 
plenty of creamery butter. 

The secret of maintaining our 
corn’s delicate sweetness is to 
cook it as soon as possible after 
it is picked. When the corn (or 
most other vegetables for that 
matter) is picked, the natural 
sugars begin chemically changing 
to starch. Refrigeration will 
retard this process somewhat, 
so if you’re not going to serve 
your corn immediately after 
buying it, be sure to keep it in 
the refrigerator or wrapped in 
cold, wet towels. 

Summer is salad time and all 
the ingredients for a delicious 
tossed salad rate best buy status 
this week. These include several 
varieties of lettuce and field 
ripened cucumbers, Local cu- 
cumbers do not have a waxy 
skin and are crisp, fresh and 
full of flavor. 

Other best buys this week are 
green and wax beans, squash and 
cabbage, the main ingredients 
of cole slaw. 

To give your cole slaw amilder 
flavor, simply grate a piece of 
apple into the mixture, It’s easy 
to prepare and makes an ex- 
cellent barbecue dish. Be sure 
to keep any dishes made with 
mayonnaise or salad dressing, 
such as cole slaw, refrigerated 
until ready to serve. 

Field-ripened tomatoes will 
begin to appear this weekend, but 
the supply will be limited, The 
crop usually reaches its peak at 
the middle of August.

Like a hook with- 
out words, full of history, 
science, and beauty, the land is 
there to be read by anyone who 
Knows its language. 

Landscape reading ishest done 
on foot, second best by horseback, 
third best by shunpiking, and 
worst by superhighways. (How- 
ever, I’ve heard it’s quite good 
by spaceship. I’d love a chance 
to try.) 

But even on superhighways, 
some landscape reading can be 
done,

modern superhighway is the cat- 
tail. Cattails used to be seen 
only in certain favorable spots, 
but now they are everywhere at 
the side of the road. 

Scientists say thatthe increase 
in cattails is caused by the in- 
crease in salt used on the roads 
in winter. It seems that cattails 
like slightly brackish water, and 
they’ve found it in abundance be- 
side the superhighways. 

Unfortunately, most plants 
don’t agree with the cattails’ 
taste. New England’s beautiful 
sugar maples, for example, will 
die if exposed to too much salt, 

That’s one of the sad aspects 
of landscape reading on super- 
highways. But there’s a happier 
one. 

Highway builders have cut down 
and through bedrock in many 
places, and amateur geologists 
are fascinated. As you drive along 
the highway, you can see the red 
sandstone as you approach the 
Connecticut River near Hartford 
from the direction of Boston, and 
on the other side as you head for 
New York is the distinctive 
crystalline breakage of ancient 
lava flows. 

On the New York Thruway, 
there are limestones with fos- 
sils waiting for the motorist who 
will stop to look. 

In New Hampshire, you can see 
the granites and the huge 
crystals of pegmatite. 

In Vermont, there are gneisses 
and schists that look as though 
some giant mixer were making 
marble cake. 

Unfortunately, recently the 
highway departments have been 
drilling ugly little holes in which 
to place the explosives for 
blasting the rocks. This results 
in a striped, even cut which 
makes all the rocks look about 
alike, It takes away all the joys 
of the one great benefit of super- 
highways. . .the rock cut. 

All of which emphasizes the 
best way of reading the land- 
scape. . .get out of the car anddo 
some walking. You can even see 
the flowers that way, and if you’re 
quiet the birds and animals.

Reducing The Heart Toll 


With diseases of the heart 
and blood vessels responsible 
for more than half of all deaths 
in the United States, it is ob- 
vious that an immense challenge 
faces medical scientists seeking 
to identify the precise mechan- 
isms responsible for ‘‘hardening 
of the arteries’? (atheroscle- 
rosis) and high blood pressure, 
the two leading causes of heart 
attack and stroke. 

Until these mechanisms are 
fully understood, paving the way 
for prevention or even cures, 
is there -anything that can be 
done to reduce the toll of more 
than 1,000,000 lives yearly? 

The answer is yes. Following 
are some of the presently-avail- 
able methods of treatment and 
prevention -- advances that are 
saving hearts and lives as ofthis 
very moment. Virtually all of 
them were speeded by Heart 
Fund dollars. 

Let’s begin with coronary 
artery disease, which includes 
heart attack and whichkills about 
573,000 people yearly in this 
country. Inthis category, a heart- 
saving development of profound 
importance has beenthe coronary 
care unit, now functioning in 
hundreds of American hospitals 
but lacking in many others. 

For those who survive heart 
attacks long enough to make it 
to a hospital, coronary care serv- 
ice can literally spell the dif- 
ference between life and death. 
In hospitals, death following heart 


attacks can be reduced by about 
30 percent if patients get high- 
quality coronary care service 
rather than routine hospitaliza- 
tion. Some authorities believe 
that coronary care units have 
an ultimate potential of saving up 
to 50,000 lives yearly in this 
country. 

In these installations, the 
heart’s electrical activity is 
monitored continuously, with an 
alarm system bringing trained 
personnel within seconds if there 
is any change in heart rhythm 
of rate above or below a preset 
range. Some units also monitor 
body temperature, respiration 
and blood pressure. Additionally, 
there may be an ‘‘instant re- 
play’? system to permit quick 
review of changes which have 
occurred during the several 
moments which precede acrisis. 

Such crises usually occur with- 
in 72 hours of the heart attack 
and most often involve an 
irregularly beating heart, shock 


or cardiac failure. Once the 
alarm is_ given, corrective 
measures can be applied. These 


include intravenous medications, 


electrical methods of restarting 
or re-pacing the heart, heart- 
lung resuscitation (CPR) and 
others. Quite often fibrillating 
hearts -- those beating withtotal 
irregularity -- can ultimately be 
restored to normal function. 

The Northeast Chapter, Mass- 
achusetts Heart Association has 
planned a full semester coronary 
care course to be held at the 
North Shore Community College, 
beginning September, 1972. This 
course has been made available 
to Registered Nurses working 
in Coronary Care Units in all 
hospitals within the chapter area. 

The program has been imple- 
mented by the Northeast Chap- 
ter, Massachusetts Heart As- 
sociation as a comprenensive 
training course for Registered 
Nurses to better enable them to 
perform the sophisticated tech- 
niques and procedures necessary 
within a coronary care unit.

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Editorial Comment 


Free School 


Just as the Andover school system wrestles with 
the implementation of new programs and_ progressive 
thinking along comes another concept which some resi- 
dents would like the administrators to introduce. 

The so-called “free school” concept was requested 
of the school committee at its mecting last week. 

The proposal was suggested for inclusion in a study 
to be made by an appointed committee to look into the 
school system. Dr. Kenneth R. Seifert suggested the study 
committee, which is a good suggestion, for, in many 
cases committees get bogged down in detail and never 
come up with a solid solution. 

We can see merit in considering an alternative to 
the town’s open school concept, for those who are in 
need of a more orderly structured educational concept. 

But to offer this so-called “free school” in which 
the child is allowed a latitude of freedom not common 
to accepted norms of living seems like courting disaster. 

Let’s forget about the financial implications of 


adopting a school program to suit the whims of all town’s - 


people, and commence with the thoughts expressed by 
Dr. Frank Griggs of the schaol committee who noted 
quite frankly that a public education system can not be 
all things to all people. 

If the public education facilities are not harmonious 
with the thoughts of those parents who feel their children 
are not being enriched or benefiting from the educational 
program, then it should be within their province and 
means to seek education in the private sector to meet 
their needs. 

Greatest argument against the so-called free school 
concept lies in the ills which beset today’s society brought 
on by the new breed of liberalisnt, loosely defined as 
seeking devious means to avoid old-fashioned work. 

A Hush Puppy applied appropriately to a youthful 
posterior may gain more results than pampering a child 
with dubious challenges of an open classroom in which 
he does his own thing. 

Freedom is fine, but it takes some learning to appre- 
ciate its value. 

We feel there is no danger in having a little order 
to the due process of education. 

We tear more the diminishing controls placed upon 
the classroom teachers in carrying out their functions. 

As yet, we haven’t seen the Harvards and the Yales 
clamoring at our borders seeking Andover graduates to 
come to their hallowed halls. 

But those who have applied themselves to Andover’s 
offerings have done well - - - due in no small part to 
personal effort. 

Sputnik may have aroused education in the 50’s 
but maybe now, in the 70’s, it is time to come back to 
earth a little and leave the summa enrichment oppor- 
tunities to the public library and the challenges to the out- 
side world. 


Good Move 


The school committee took a rather imaginative 
step last week in taking the driver education program out 
of the spector of the public education program in a way. 

By placing the program out to bid, the town will 
now realize a saving in the total cost, as well as offering 
the course to more students. 

In this particular area, Andover is the first school 
system to attempt such a program. 


The opportunity was presented through the retire- 


ment of the former driver education instructor. 

By placing the program in the hands of private con- 
tractor, the school department now accomplishes the 
same goals, with greater coverage and less expense. 

Programming can be accomplished between the sec- 
condary school administration and the private contractor, 


The school department in its contract, reserves the right 


to pass judgement on the instructors in the course, 


Inchided in the new driver education program ts a 
fee, which will reduce the per pupil cost to the tax- 
payers even further. The $25 cost is indeed reasonable 
in view of the savings realized by having certified under- 
25 drivers when il comes to insure the family vehicle. 

While state education authorities would have liked 
to have the program continue under the tutelage of a 
certified classroom teacher, we ean see no additional 
benefits accruing other than job placement. 

The program, as it will be conducted in the coming 
year, has the approval of the Registry of Motor Vehicles 
which passes final judgement on licensing drivers, which 
is. what the course is all about. 

It is a commendable move by the school department 
in attempting to provide adequate opportunity at a saving. 


Hunting 


It seems a bit incongruous that a community can 
not determine its own destinies. 

The Attorney General this past week rejected the 
town’s action which banned hunting in Andover, accord- 
ing to a vote of the town meeting in March. 

The state’s chief legal officer ruled the action of 
town meeting invalid since hunting is a state-wide matter 
and further that the annual town meeting action did not 
have the cetainty of penal action attached. 

Further, the town did not properly define hunting. 

The definition, as we got it at town meeting, was 
perfectly clear. 

As a resident of the Harold Parker Forest might 
properly define the ban, it would be permission to part 
his hair with a comb and not flying buckshot. In general, 
while many laws and regulations need spelling out, hunt- 


ing for all intents and purposes of a town bylaw means 


firearms, bows and arrows, anything to bring down game. 


We can sympathize with the sportsmen and their 
desires to pursue their avocation. 


But we are cognizant of a town meeting action 
through which residents of Andover sought relief and by 
majority vote closed its borders to hunters. 


The Attorney General, however, sees the matter in 
a different light and by legal definition has determined 
that Andover has no right to determine what it con- 


siders best for itself. 


It is a serious wrong in dire need of correction.

Mites, almost microscopic in 
size are appearing on many trees 
and shrubs, A tree expert says 
they suck juices from plants turn- 
ing the leaves bronzy, dusty or 
brown in color and are found on 
oak, sycamore, hickory, elm, 
maple, birch and fruit trees. 

On evergreens they may be 
even more. devastating. Infesta- 
tions turn leaves and needles 
chlorotic in appearance on andro- 
meda, azalea, arborvitae, box- 
wood, hemlock, spruce and 
privet. The red spider mite and 
the two-spotted mite are the 
most common mites on ever- 
greens. 

For some years miticides 
properly applied have kept mites 
under control, but resistant 
strains of this pest appear. One 
miticide, for example, may give 
a good 98 percent kill. But the 
2 percent which refuse to die 
beget a strain that, over four 
or five. generations, build up a 
population that completely defies 
that particular miticide. 

There are three to four genera- 
tions of mites during a growing 
season. The hotter the weather, 
the better for the mites. 
One female mite can give rise to 
13,000 mites in a single month 
when the temperature hovers 
around 70 degrees. Under green- 
house conditions at 80 degrees, 
that single female could give 
rise to 13 million mites. 

As many as 500 mites may 
congregate on a_ single leaf, 
Often needles and leaves are spun 
with silk-like threads. Twig and 
branch dieback follows heavy in- 
festations. 

To overcome mite resistance, 
experts advise switching miti- 
cides. Spray with a miticide that 
has not been used on the same 
tree or shrub before. Two or 
three years later, switch back to 
the first miticide.

Disaster 
Exercise 


Refinements of problems 
encountered in last Wednesday’s 
simulated disaster exercise in- 
volving 32 Massachusetts and 
southern New Hampshire com-- 
munities will be included in a 
similar drill later this year, 

Emergency Health Service 
Task Force representatives who 
developed the ‘‘disaster’’ said 
the regional program in October 
will be incorporated into a model 
to be submitted to the state 
Department of Public Health for 
incorporation in the Common- 
wealth’s emergency mobilization 
plan. 

Wednesday’s drill -- a simu- 
lated crash of a chartered air- 
craft carrying 136 military 
personnel from an overseas 
station to Hanscom Air Force 
Base in Bedford -- brought 
hundreds of medical and public 
safety men, women and equip- 
ment to Route 213 in Methuen, 
‘*Casulaties’’ resulting from the 
crash into a nearby apartment 
house and highway accidents 
which followed totaled 184 who 
were taken to hospitals through- 
out the Merrimack Valley for 
treatment, 

Units from 32 Massachusetts 
and New Hampshire towns 
responded to the alarm which 
was sent out at 7:48 p.m, With- 
in minutes the road blocked off 
by state police was full of 
emergency vehicles, All victims 
were removed from the scene 
within 55 minutes of the initial 
alert. 

Deficiencies in planning re- 
ported at a committee critique 
the following day included stress 
on these needs: 

. Better and additional com- 
munications systems. 

. Improved traffic and crowd 
control capabilities. 

. Assurance that eachcommun- 
ity involved will be notified once 
the alert has been sounded. 

. Improved systems of ambu- 
lance dispatching, 

. A need for a control station 
at the scene to handle the opera- 
tion. 

. Additional triage (medical 
teams) personnel at the scene 
to check casualties, determine 
injuries and send them to hospi- 
tals. 

Miss Sadie A. Corey, R.N., 
state Department of Public 
Health representative on the task 
force, said the committee will 
work to correct these problems 
over the next several weeks. 
“‘Last night’s drill was a learn- 
ing experience for all of us,’’ 
she said. 

The exercise drew praise from 
many sides. Especially pleased 
was Lieutenant Colonel Paul Ca- 
hill of Hanscom Air Force Base 
who assisted in the planning and 
helped coordinate military par- 
ticipation. ‘‘I’ve been’ involved 
in disaster planning for many 
years throughout the country and 
this drill last night was by far 
the best I’ve observed any- 
where,” he said, 

Hospital representatives 
throughout the area also were 
elated. They found the exercises 
beneficial on two counts. It 
afforded them an opportunity to 
participate in a regional drill 
as well as a chance to test the 
capabilities of their own facili- 
ties in the event of an emergency.
